Despite her learning disability, 
Graham possesses an uncanny 
understanding of science and math, 
unlike many. " It's like they say, you 
are usually good at one or the other. 
English, French and History I just 
can't get. But math and science are 
my thing." When asked why she 



chose Engineering, she laughs. " 
Cause I knew I would never have to 
write an essay again." 

As for her choosing 
Laurentian, 'The people here are so 
nice. They don't treat you like you're 
dumb. Every other school just would- 
n't take the time to sit with me. But 
Laurentian had me meet with some- 
one from Special Needs right away. I 
was impressed. And I like that it's a 
smaller school." 

This young vibrant, intelligent 
woman also has a message to other 
people with learning disabilities. 
"Having a learning disability isn't a 
bad thing. And it is nothing to be 
ashamed of. Believe me, just try, and 
you can do anything.. .you can suc- 
ceed." 

With her drive, sense of 
humour and heart, we can be sure 
that this isn't the last we'll hear of 
Shawna Graham.

In Your Own Words

As ancient as the argument may 
be, I still feel very strongly 
about the issue of abortion. As 
a woman and a pro abortionist, I cer- 
tainly oppose all legal blocks to abor- 
tion. I have felt and will always feel 
that the question of abortion is ulti- 
mately a decision that the woman has 
to make. A woman may want an abor- 
tion if: 

•she's too young or too old 
•she's single with financial or emo- 
tional problems 

•she has a large family already 
•she has marital problems 
•she has a serious disease which 
would be made worse by pregnancy 
•she has a hereditary disease in her 
family 

With there being so many dif- 
ferent personal reasons why a 
woman may want or even need an 
abortion, it would be unconstitutional 
for the law to decide which ones are 
good enough. But what about adop- 
tion? Some may say that if a woman 
does not want a child, she should 
give someone else the chance of 
being a parent? Unfortunately, I do 
not feel that it is as simple as that. 
For a woman who cannot 
safely give birth, adoption is not an 
option. Though I would encourage 
having the child and giving the child 
up for adoption, I have personally 
known far more women with lasting 
severe depression after giving a child 
up for adoption than after an abortion. 
Maybe, if these women can be sure 
that their child will be placed quickly 
into a loving, permanent home, then 
more women will choose adoption 
over abortion. 



In the case of rape, it's even 
harder for the mother to recover sta- 
bility in her life. If a woman has been 
raped, is it likely that she wouldn't 
want to have a reminder of the event 
inside her for nine months, let alone 
raise the child? Although each individ- 
ual reacts differently, surely it's under- 
standable why a raped woman would 
want an abortion. It would be even 
worse if abortion was made entirely 
illegal, because women may be 
forced to have secret, "back-street" 
abortions, which can be very danger- 
ous. 

Let's not forget the issue of a 
woman bringing an unwanted child 
into the world? If a child is unwanted, 
it might suffer either by being resent- 
ed by its mother, or, in the very worst 
case, abused. But the most important 
question to think about is not, is abor- 
tion right? But instead, should a woman 
be denied the choice of having an abor- 
tion? 

On a much stranger note, sixty 
percent of the people who oppose abor- 
tion are of the male species. Is it 
because we (as women) can make it 
and men can't? Men have made the 
choices for centuries of whether or not 
to go to war and murder millions 
because "sometimes ya gotta do what 
ya gotta do." Why can't we be given the 
respect to make a similar decision, as 
individuals? Once a woman has had an 
abortion, for whatever reason, she can 
begin to return to a normal lifestyle 
much more quickly. 

Contrary to my belief, there are 
the pro life people who recognize no 
right to take life. They believe that the 
fetus is a human being at the time of 
conception, and that its rights should be 
protected just like any other human 
being. These are the same people who 
believe in capital punishment and war. 
But, obviously people pick and choose 
what lives are more valuable than oth- 
ers. What is the difference between 
murdering someone for a crime that 
they have committed and taking a life 
that is not yet alive? Can you truly mur- 
der something that is not viable? 

The right-to-life movement's 
emphasis is on legal questions, and 
they feel it is their American duty to pro- 
tect the rights of unborn children. Then 
there is the religious point of view. 
Christians and other religions believe 
that being pregnant is a gift from God, 
and to have an abortion is an abomina- 
tion before God. The Roman Catholic 
Church teaches that abortion is com- 



pletely unacceptable, since it believes 
that a soul enters a body at conception. 
I questioned a Catholic friend 
of mine about the whole 'life begins at 
conception' argument by asking, 'is an 
acorn an oak?' She answered by saying 
that if it is not, it is ordained to become 
one. She stated that the unborn child 
has a purpose and that by having an 
abortion, a woman is interfering with 
God's plan. If that life was not meant to 
be, then God would not have caused 
that woman to become pregnant with 
child. Since life is granted by God, we 
have no right to take it. God makes 
no mistakes, so a pregnancy is 
always ordained. But, that could be 
the same as saying that all babies are 
ordained to be healthy, when obvious- 
ly they are not. 

In closing, I strongly believe that 
the pro-life people go too far. They have 
an unproveable thesis, which is the 
safest, that conception is the point 
where life begins; whereas, the embryo 
could never survive outside the womtD 
independently. They are worried about 
bringing the baby into the world but not 
what happens with its life after birth. 

An excellent way to reduce 
abortion is to improve social structures 
and attitudes; conservative columnists 
may claim that we have the resources 
to help every woman with an unwant- 
ed pregnancy, but if so, we are doing 
a lousy job of getting the word out. If 
giving up a child for adoption 
becomes more socially acceptable, 
and there is lifelong support in place 
for the women who do so, then more 
women will choose adoption over 
abortion. 

There are worst things in the 
universe than not being born; like 
being born into an awful situation. 
Perfect examples: products of rape, 
products of incest, HIV infected infants, 
grossly mutated infants due to effects 
of medication or drug abuse, and the 
list goes on and on. Sometimes, you 
aren't choosing between right and 
wrong, but between wrong and less 
wrong. 

Reproductive freedom is the 
fundamental right of every individual 
to decide freely and responsibly when 
and whether to have a child. It helps 
ensure that children will be wanted 
and loved, that families will be strong 
and secure, and that choice rather 
than chance will guide the future of 
humanity.

Before she had even arrived in 
Sudbury, University of Ottawa 
Law Professor Constance 
Backhouse's lecture had created a 
stir. This was a result of the posters 
advertising the lectures on the first 

Canadian Klan Trial, for the 10*'^ 
Annual Women's History Week 
Lectures. The source of this contro- 
versy was a picture of the Klu Klux 
Klan standing beside a burning 
cross, which appears in Backhouse's 
book Colourcoded; A Legal History 
of Racism in Canada 1900-1950 and 
is found in the National Archives of 
Canada. 

I was able to sit down with 
History Professor Sara Burke to dis- 
cuss the controversy. She feels that is 
the lack of clarity of the poster that is 
responsible for calls of complaint from 
both on and off campus. She 
received one phone call, in which the 
caller stated their interest in attend- 
ing, but questioned whether or not the 
department was for or against the Klu 
Klux Klan. The answer being NO! 
This is what made the department 
change the poster, because in no way 
shape or form did they want to be 
seen as being sympathetic to the 
KKK. 

The posters title was 
changed, to make it a little clearer 
from Women, Race and Law to 
Women, Race and Law: A history of 
racism in Canada, and the picture 
was changed to that of Dr. 
Backhouse. Dr. Burke attributes the 
lack of clarity to the department's 
familiarity with Dr. Backhouse and 
her approach to history, also as histo- 
rians we are used to examining 
images Jike the photo of the KKK, 
from a historical perspective. The 
KKK seem like a thing of days gone 
by, but people are still effected by this 
images, which can unfortunately be 
found in abundance on the internet. 
Despite the controversy there was a 
lot of people in attendance. 

The main topic of her lecture 
was the first Canadian Trial of the 
KKK, which took place in 1930. On 
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the night of February 28, 1930, 75 
Klansmen dressed in their "regalia" 
went to the home of Ira Johnson, a 
man of African Canadian heritage, 
and demanded that the white woman 
to whom he was engaged and had 
been living with for a total of six days, 
Isabel Jones, and demanded that she 
come with them, then she was taken 
to the Salvation Army, which at the 
time functioned as a church. The Klan 
had seen this as being an "object les- 
son 

When police chief David Kerr 
arrived, he recognized some of the 
Klansmen who had removed their 
white hoods, and shook hands with 
them, and some were prominent busi- 
ness men from Toronto and Hamilton. 
At the time no charges were laid, 
because their had been no damage 
to any property of person. 

After reaction from the Black 
and Jewish community to do some- 
thing about this, charges were 
brought against four men, having 
traced license plates. One of them 
being a chiropractor. Dr. William 
Philips who was singled out as the 
leader. They were charged under sec- 
tion 464 of the criminal code, part of 
the arson code which made it illegal 
to go masked at night and carried a 
maximum five year sentence. So 
there was no actual charges laid 
against them that pertained to the 
racism. 

During the trial later that year. 
Philips objected to the charge on the 



basis that he dress was not a dis- 
guise, but regalia. There was no jail 
term sought, and he was fined $50 
which he appealed. During the 
appeal process the black community 
was subjected to intimidation by the 
Klan, and Ira Johnson's house was 
burned to the ground, and the files 
remained closed on the investigation 
into this. The KKK considered start- 
ing a defamation suit against the 
black leaders, when in their minds all 
they were doing was protecting the 
purity of white womanhood. 

In the appeal, the judge did 
not disagree with the values of 
Philips, but his method, this unfortu- 
nately was a common theme, even 
with the lawyers in some cases. The 
judge sentenced him to 3 months in 
jail, and he served the whole 91 days. 
Unfortunately most of the 75 men, 
were unpunished. But on a happier 
note Johnson and Jones did eventu- 
ally marry. This is a prime example of 
how racism was not punished by the 
legal system, and how it turned a 
blind eye. This and other cases is 
what is examined in Coloured Coded, 
which is a sad, but fascinating read 
that I highly recommend. 

After her wonderful lecture, to 
which I am unable to do it justice, 
was also able to sit down with Dr. 
Backhouse, and I asked her what she 
hopes to accomplish with her work, 
and her goal is to educate people on 
the foundation of our current legal 
system, which she feels is important 
to understanding, the why things are 
the way they are. I also asked how 
she began her research? 

She was lead to this by look- 
ing at women's history, which was 
incomplete by only looking at one 
race of women, this lead her to dis- 
cover the racism that ethnic women 
faced, but this was hard to do, with 
out looking at men. Finally I asked, 
what' s next? She has returned to 
her roots in women's history and is 
researching sexual harassment in 
the workplace, which upon comple- 
tion will be just as enlightening as 
her previous works.

His remarkable and unusu- 
al music was ignored for decades, 
and only at the end of his life did 
Sceisi himself hear it performed 
for the first time.

Stray Ash) by French composer 



Frangois Rosse is a major work of 
the contemporary saxophone 
repertoire. Written in 1980, this 
piece has influenced composers 
and the saxophone language 
itself. 

There is a strong 
"Sudbury" connection to this con- 
cert. Jean-Frangois Guay, who will 
also perform this recital in 
Montreal, Toronto and 
Chicago, returns to Sudbury for 
the second time.

When first approached 
to review this album, I 
did not quite know 
what to think of it. As most 
music listeners know, the cover 
cannot tell the listener what to 
expect unless it is some manu- 
factured pop album with some 
teen princess on the cover. 
With nothing to lose, I grabbed 
the album and tossed it on the 
or stereo system to find out for 
myself what adHominem 
sounds like. 

To quite honest, the 
album needs more than one 
listen to fully appreciate the 
material performed. Upon my 
first listen, I thought that the 
album was your typical 
straightfonward metal album. 
However, this is not the case. 
There are many different lev- 
els to Time Kinetics and one 
listen does not do the album 
any justice.

We Sweat Blood

uestion: What is a proxy server?

Answer: Laurentian subscribes to certain databases which 
are available from any computer on-campus. A proxy 
server allows students and faculty to access these data- 
bases from their own computers off campus. 

When folks off campus click on such a database, a little 
box pops up prompting them to enter their username and pass- 
word. For students new on campus this year, the username is 
the initial of your first name, the initial of your second name, 
underscore, your last name. For instance, Marcus George 
Thomson's username is: mg_thomson. His password is a 
series of nine numbers based on the month, day and year of his 
birth (mm/dd/yy) , plus the last three digits of his student's num- 
ber. Marcus was born on October 27, 1982 and his student 
number ends with a 666. Thus his password would be 
102782666. 

Students who were on campus last year will find that 
their password is their SIN number. If that does not work, they 
need to contact the Computer Services help desk on the ground 
floor of the library. All faculty who need authentication must do 
the same. 

Question: I am able to access the library online course 
(which I have already completed in second year) but 
when I click on the certificate box, it says "error on page". 
Is there something I can do to fix this? 
Maureen Howard 

Answer: First of all Maureen, congratulations on complet- 
ing the library's on-line workshop last year. As you may 
know, the library workshop is now a requirement in the 
first course of any programme which requires the use of the 
library but the Amiable is pleased to learn that professors even 
in third year are making it a requirement. 

For anyone hearing about this for the first time, the 
Amiable is happy to report that the workshop is available to any 
Laurentian student on the library's home page 
( www.laurentian.ca/library ) and is mounted on TLM which stands 
for The Learning Manager. This software can only run if you use 
Internet Explorer as your browser. 

This workshop consists of five modules which teach 
you to use the library effectively. At the end of each module you 
must take a little quiz which assesses your understanding of that 
module and when you pass the quiz, you can then move on to 
the next module. When you have passed the little quiz at the 
end of the fifth module, you are eligible to receive the Certificate 
of Completion. 

Even though you did the workshop last year Maureen, 
isn't it nice to know you do not have to take it all over to receive 



your Certificate of Completion? That is also true this year for 
any student who has to complete the workshop more than once 
this year. 

Maureen, the Amiable would deduce that when you first 
did the workshop it was on a different computer and on the com- 
puter you are now using you did not follow the Special 
Instructions for Users of Internet Explorer 5.0+ which appear 
on the library instruction page. These instructions involve down- 
loading a little plug-in, as well as enabling your browser's Active- 
X controls. In fact, everyone working off campus has to follow 
these instructions and when they do, they seem to be OK. The 
instructions are necessary to allow the TLM software to run with 
Internet Explorer.

Answer: Sadly Horace, copyright notices in many of our 
journals specifically warn against the digitization of con- 
tent. Once an article is digitized, it can be stored indefi- 
nitely, widely transmitted to any number of persons, and printed 
any number of times. 

The music industry in the U.S. is aggressively prosecuting indi- 
viduals for downloading and distributing copyrighted music. 
Although the American act differs considerably from the 
Canadian act, the factor to keep in mind is that the "creative" 
population has become very sensitive to their rights in the digi- 
tized age.

CONSULTING ENGINEERS FUND WATER 
QUALITY RESEARCH SCHOLARSHIP 



Terry Hardy, P. Eng, Chair of 
Consulting Engineers of 
Ontario (CEO), announced 
that application guidelines are now 
available for a graduate scholarship 
program in support of drinking 
water research. 

'This scholarship is part of 
the consulting engineering sector's 
commitment to safe drinking water," 
said Mr. Hardy. "It is also an 
investment in our future water quali- 
ty specialists and in future leaders 
of our profession." 

Each year, for the next 
three years, this program will 
allow up to two university 
research programs to hire a grad- 
uate student for a period of two 
years to participate in eligible water 
quality research programs as 
selected by Consulting Engineers 
of Ontario. 

Research should recog- 
nize the need for practical solu- 
tions to assist consulting engi- 
neers and municipalities in meeting 
the need to deliver safe drinking 
water. Eligible areas of research 
include analysis, detection and 
treatment; source water protection; 
and the economics and manage- 
ment of drinking water infrastruc- 
ture. 

"We are very excited about 
funding research to ensure future 



generations will have safer drinking 
water," added Mr. Hardy. 'This 
scholarship will provide needed 
resources for water quality research 
across Ontario." 

In May, Consulting 
Engineers of Ontario committed 
$250,000 through the creation of a 
Water Quality Research 
Scholarship to support university- 
led research into the protection and 
treatment of drinking water. 

All Ontario universities are 
eligible to apply for the scholarship 
funding until Friday, November 21, 
2003. Successful universities will be 
notified in January 2004 and will 
have until April 2004 to identify an 
eligible graduate student to receive 
the scholarship. Scholarship recipi- 
ents must commence work on the 
research during the next academic 
year. 

Each scholarship is worth 
$20,000 per year for two consecu- 
tive academic years. In addition, 
recipients of the scholarship may 
receive up to $2,000 in expenses for 
presenting papers directly related to 
the supported research. 

Consulting Engineers of 
Ontario is a non-profit organization 
representing the business and pro- 
fessional interests of over 265 con- 
sulting engineering firms from 
across the province.
